Paris, Nov. 4.—The proceedings of thé 
Peace commission are pursuing a perfectly 
normal course. The Spanish commissioners 
presented at today’s session a lengthy reply 
to the American proposal respecting the 
‘Philippines. The reply only touches inci- 
dentally the questions of debt, but is an 
elaborate legal argument in support of the 
Spanish contention the protocol gives the 
United States no claim to demand the ces- 
sion of the islands. The Spanish commis- 
sioners rely also on the alleged fact the 
United States, through Jules Cambon, de- 
mand only the evacuation of Manila and its 
occupation until the signature of the peace 
treaty, to which the Duc d' Almadovar as- 
‘sented in a dispatch to Cambon stating » 
Spain agreed to these conditions, reserving 
‘entirely her rights of sovereignty over the 
archipelago, thereby showing he did not un- 
derstand the word “ disposition in article 
three of the protocol to imply a possibility of 
the United States asking for the cession of 
Spain's sovereign rights. 
The introduction of these dispatches by 
the Spanish commissioners created surprise 
among the American commission, as not 
only being contrary to usage, but proving 
how closely the Frenth government is iden- 
tifying itself with the Spanish cause, for the 
consent of the French Foreign office must 
have been obtained before the Spanish com- 
missioners were allowed to utilize these dis- 
patches. 

The Spanish reply also set forth the United 
States is bound to adhere to the letter of the 
protocol as closely in gelation to Manila as 
to Cuba, where the lines of the protocol are 
rigidly observed.

Au OTHER DRINKS. 


New York, Nov. 4.—[Special,]—Not even 
the consolation of soft drinks is now 
left to the would-be total abstajner from al- 
coholic beverages. Even sarsaparilla, gin- 
ger ale, soda pop, and the other carbonated 
drinks are said to contain “‘ snakes.” : 

For all this we have the scientific gen- 
tlemen of the Newark, N. J., Board of 
Health to thank: They have found that 
the ordinary bottled drinks and so-called 
mineral waters are full of bacilli. One bot- 
tle, which they purchased at a store in 
that city and examined, proved to contain 
more than 50,000 of these little wrigglers— 
enough to give a drinking man the delirium 
tremens if he could only see them with his 
naked eyes. 

Dr. Richard N. Connelly, the official bac- 
‘teriologist of the Newark Board of Health, 
is the authority for these statements. 3

SAN FRANCISCO MAY 
BE WITHOUT DAILY 
PAPERS FOR A TIME. 


Pressmen and Stereotypers Go on a 
Strike for Higher Wages and the 
Publishers Agree to Stand by Each 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 4.—[Special.]— 
At a late hour tonight most of the stereo- 
typers on the morning papers of this city 
struck. This has further crippled the news- 
papers so that they will have to stop composi- 
tion earlier than usual in order that the 
stereotypers who have not struck may be 
enabled to cast the plates. 

The wage controversy between the news- 
papers and their employés resulted ina 
strike early in the day of the Webb Press- 
men’s union. = 

As a result there were no evening papers 
until after 5 o’clock. There were enough 
pressmen in the Bulletin’s pressroom to 
enable that paper to get out a late edition, 
but the Report had to avail itself of the Ex- 
aminer’s presses and the Post managed to 
get out one edition. 
The Publishers’ association, composed of 
the proprietors of all the daily papers here, 
has an agreement whereby the members 
will stand by each other, and none of the 
papers will publish unless all can do so. 

‘The wages now paid to the pressmen are 
as follows: Foremen, $40 to $45 a week on 
morning papers and $30 to $35 on afternoon 
papers; assistant foremen, $30; pressmen, 
$18; and helpers, from $12 to $15 a week. 
The pressmen demand a new schedule of 
wages, asking $4 a day for pressmen and 
$3.25 a day for helpers. |

Mr. Coburn was guarded in his state- 
ments, but it was plain he linked the dis- 
appearance of his client with the prolonged 
* nervous prostration of Andrews, and re- 
garded it as further evidence that the Dem- 
ocratic clique has determined that the 
affairs of the Chief Grain Inspector’s office 
under Altgeld shall not be overhauled in 
court until after the approaching election.
